Joseph  liraiit.  or 'rha\-(-ii(laiu-t.;a,  form  part  of  the  present  lirant  Mouse,  and  immt-di- 
ately  to  thi-  e.i^t  of  that  is  the  lovely  village  of  liurlinjiton.  eml)ovvered  in  trec-s  anil  surrounded 
li\  nrriianU.  Aliout  miil\\a\-  ot  tin-  i)e,iih  we  see  the  Uurlin^ton  canal,  with  its  lon^  lines  of 
piers  >tretchiiii;  out  into  t  in-  lake  on  tin- one  hand  and  into  the  hay  on  the  other.  The  whitt- 
lij^dithouscs  .md  the  tuo  iron  swin^'  hrid^'es  hy  which  the  canal  is  crossed  lend  picturesqueness  to 
this  I  hannel.  wliich  i;ives  liamilton  water  communication  with  the  ^n-at  lakes.  And  heyond  the 
hi-ach  the  hro. id.  hlue  waters  of  Lake  Ontario  loveliest  of  all  the  <,'reat  lakes  of  thi-  world  — 
ri-acii  out  to  tin-  t.ir  hori/on.  \Vood<-d  shores  rim  it  round  with  a  border  of  dark  ^'reeii.  and  oxer 
its  placid  deeps  \\  lii!<--winL;(-d  yaclits  and  merchant  vessels  -.weep  before  faxorin^,'  i^ales  on  their 
err.mds  ot  pleasure  or  o|  trade,  .-\miil  sucli  surroundings,  made  yjlorious  h\- the  hand  of  .Nature, 
and  i)rosperous  l)y  the  imiustrx  of  man.  lies  the  i  it\  of  liamilton.  It  i-njoNs  the  blessings  of  a 
tine  climate.  i)ure  w,iter,  and  tin-  nei^diborhood  of  ,i  countr>  which,  for  the  wide  ran;,fe  of  its 
fruits  ,inii  cereals,  cannot  he  surpassed  in  the  world,  wliile

Hamilton  lies  just  north  of  the  fortx -third  i)arallel  of  latitude.     It  is  570  miles  farther  south 
til  in  London,  ^70  miles  farther  south  than  i'.iris.  and  is  just  a  little  farther  south  than  Marseilles,

I  hi-  lirsi  wliitc  visitor  to  tJK    spot   iin  v\lii(h    li.imiiton  now    stands   uas    RoluTt  La\ali<-r. 
Sirur  dc  La  Sall<  .      In  i(.<,<,iliat  -allaiii  J- r.  n.  hnian,  who  afttTwards   Iwcanu-  so  famous  l>y  his 
advciitures  and  disi  <)\  irirs.  left  Montnai  at  the  head  of  an  fxpcdition  composed  ot    twenty-two 
white  nien  and  a  nnini>er  ot  Senei  a  liuiians,  and  aiiompanied  hy  two  pra-sts.     I  hey  traveled  hy 
lano"-.  atiil    o.inp'ed    ihirt\-live  <lays   in    asiendin^'  the   St.    I.awrenee   river  to    Lake   Ontario. 
Skirtin'4  the  south  shore  of  ih.-  lake,  they  reached  the  lieach.  whicli  they  crossed  at  its  southern 
«'\treinit\   into   nurliii-ton    ilav ,  prol>aM\  not   Ix'iii;^  aMe  to  lind   the  ihinnel.  which   was  at   the 
extreme  northern  e\trei)iit>    iniinediatel\   under  the  present  i?rant  House,      The  part\  sta\e<l   in 
tills  neii^ld'orhootl  lor  some  time,  and  on  thai  oci  asion  I  .a  Salii-  went  no  farther.     1  ie  tell   ill.  in 
consequen.e.  it  was  thouMlu.  of  seeing'  liiree  immense   rattlesnakes  crawliii','  uj)  a  rock  while  he 
was  out  luintinti.  and  he  returned  to  Montreal.     He  reported   that  the  country  to  the  sonth  au<i 
west  of   Lake  t  )iitario  was  a  \eritable  paradise  for   the  sp<irtsman;   Init  all   the  early  exjjlorers 
a-Teed  that  there  was  soniethinu'  wierd  and  uncanny  ahout  it.     It    had  Leen  for  many  years  a 
<lebataLle  land  l.etwecn  hostile  Indian  trilx-s.  and  it  is  prol.ahle  that  ^diustly  memories  ot   tierce 
hattl   s  liiiu-erecl  in  their  traditions  and   < olored  the  .ictounts  they  }..ave  of  it  to  their  Irench  vis- 
itors.    Nine  years  after  his  tirst  \isii    La  Salle  erected  a  fort  at  the  mouth  of  the   Nia.uMra  river, 
hut  no  attempt  was  m.ide  l.\  th<'  i'rench  to  effect  any  settlement  at  the  western  end  of  the  lake. 
When  (aiiada  passed  tn>m  the  iloininion  of  the  I'rench,  .i   Hritish  garrison  was  stationed 
at  1  ort  Nia^'ara,  ami  one  of  the  ottic<-rs  of  the  ;,Mrrison.   Lieutenant  Cdoti-.  pusjied  his  huntinti 
expeditions  as  f.ir  as  I'.urlin-ton  Hay;  and,  Imdin^  it  literalh  i  ■ucred  with  wild  ducks,  while  deer 
and  other  uame  were  plentiful  on  the  shor<  .  he  too  (ailed    it  a    paradise.      The  term  was  after- 
ward restricted  lo  the  marsh  west  of  the   heiiihts.  which  hy  some  is  still  called  Coote's  I'.iradise. 
Hilt  the  country  at  the  head  of  the  lake  remained  unsettled,  and  almost  unseen,  hy  white 
•n.  except  for  the  occasional  visit  of  a  hunting'  r'art>  or  of  a  trailer  seekin>:  furs  from  the   In- 
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iliaii-.  In  r  "'I  till  w.ir  l)ri(k«- (lilt  l..i\\.<ii  <  ir<Mt  Mritaiii  .irid  lur  lolonics  wliiih.  mmh  >f..rs 
later,  ciulftl  with  an  .11  know InlK-mcni  l.\  « icor^r  thi- 'I'liinl  of  tin-  iii(lrpctiilrn( c  «if  the  I'tiitcd 
Stati-s.  .A  ^r(•at  m.mv  of  iIiom;  wlio  h.i.l  .idlicnd  to  the  caiisf  of  tin-  niotlur  i(iiintr>  diiriiiv;  tli«- 
struK'udc  «.T.-  thrniipon  prosrril.cd.  ih.ir  |.ro|Hrty  w.is  taken  from  tin in.  ,ind  tli.\  wvn-  obli^:»-d 
to  M-i  !.  m\\  Ui<\\v^  in  tin-  inii.rokrn  wild-,  of  western  Canad.i,  wh.r.'  tia(  ts  of  l.md  were  assigned 
ilieni.  I  lie  histories  of  the  luited  Si.ites  stigmati/f-  these  men  as  Tc.ries;  those  of  Canada 
iioiinr  ih.in  uith  liie  tit!.'  of  Inited  I-;m|)ire  Loyalists.  Tpon  their  .irrisal  in  Cana.la  they  were 
.ili>oliitel\  destitute,  and  lor  some  time  provisions  were  distrilmled  to  them  liy  the  provincial 
anlhorities.  I  hose  who  settled  .it  the  head  of  the  lake  were  supplied  from  the  old  town  of 
Xiayara.  then  .  .illed  Newark,  whith  wa-  the  capital  of  the  province. 

W  iio  w.is  the  iir-,1  .1,  tn,d  setthr  within  the  limits  which  now  hound  'lie  ( ily  of  Hamilton 
cannot  I,.-  d.cl.ired  with  al^olnie  ,  .mtideii.  e.  A  monument  in  the  cemetery  of  Christ  Church 
(  .ithedr.il  he.irs  tin  f,,llouini;  iitscription:  "In  m.-mory  of  Richard  li.-asley.  I'lsciuire,  who  dt;- 
p.irted  this  life  on  the  lotli  of  {•■el.riiary.  iS4.\  a^.-d  So  years  and  7  months.  Ihe  first  settler  at 
the  head  ot  till-  lake."  Hvothers  if  is  i(>nti<lenll>  asserted  that  ("ol.  Rol.ert  Land  was  the  tirst 
to  make  his  residence  her.'.  It  is  not  impossible  that  Measley.  who  was  an  Indian  trader,  estab- 
lished a  --m.ill  post  on  the  spot  on  which  Dundurn  now  stands,  that  in  the  course  of  his  tradinti 
he  came  ami  went,  and  that  he  claimed  tiie  i.md  aft.r  Col.  Land  had  received  his  ),rrant  and  built 
his  cabin.  .\Ir.  M.  ]-..  Charlton,  who  has  closely  investi},'ated  this  subject,  says  that  Land,  who 
lived  on  the  banks  of  the  Delaware  river,  in  I'ennsyUania.  was  wounded  while  carrying  informa- 
tion to  the  royalist  camp:  that  on  returning:  to  his  home  he  found  that  it  h.id  been  burned  to  the 
;,'round  by  Indians,  and  he  had  reason  to  think  his  wife  and  chiUlren  had  been  massacred;  that 
thereupon  he  made  his  way  to  Canad.i  .md  built  a  cabin  in  the  wilds  on  the  shores  of  Macassa 
water,  as  Hiirlin>,'ton  Hay  was  then  called,  lint,  several  years  later,  a  weary  and  wayworn  woman. 
leadin<,f  two  children,  knocked  at  the  cabin  door,  and  they  proved  to  be  ih('  missin>,'  wife  and  chil- 
dren of  the  pion<-er.  The  house  b.in^'  burned,  and  the  husband  and  father  supposed  to  be  dead, 
they  had  been  sent  to  .Xcna  Scotia;  but.  learninjr  that  1  man  named  Land  had  taken  up  his  abode 
in  the  far  west,  the  faithful  woni.m  had  bravely  journeyed  a  thousand  miles  throu^di  the  wilder- 
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Ill's-,  to  scfk  him.  It  was  in  Jutic.  i77,S.  ,ays  Mr.  (Iiarlton.  wh'-n  L\>\.  I..1111I  rMiht-d  tlic  -,|>(>t  mi 
vvhirli  iIk'  l^aiul  honicstoail  is  y  t  staiKliiiy. 

The  first  survry  of  Marlon  I'ownshiii.  in  vvliich  Hamilton  is  sitiiatcil,  was  inatlc  liy  .\u;,'us- 
iiis  Jones,  a  il<|)Utv  provincial  surveyor;  and  a  plan  of  his  sun  ey  was  ina<lc.  In-arin^j  date  ( )(t.  .'5, 
1701,  showing,'  that  land  had  lui'n  allotted  to  thirty-one  families,  thou^jh  the  patents  were  not 
i->'-u»-d  until  i7<»o.  I'he  names  of  the  j,'rantees,  and  the  nuinber  of  acres  allotteil  to  them,  are  as 
follow^:  R.  Measley,  2<X3  acres;  Ral|)h  Clinch,  ^x»  acres;  Aaron  Crisp.

The  minute  of  council  liy  which  these 
j^'rants  of  laiul  were  made  .ittirmed  that  the  <  in\ernor  Cieneral,  Lord  1  )orchester.  desired  to  "put 
a  mark  of  honor  upon  the  families  who  had  adh>red  to  the  I'nity  of  the  Kmpire.  and  joined  the 
royal  stanil.ird  in  .\merica  hefore  the  treaty  of  separation  in  i7^,\-"  'Ihese  were  the  pionei-rs 
who  lirokc  into  the  |irimiti\e  forest  .md  I'staMished  tin-  he^innin^s  of  a  communit\-  on  this  --pot. 
Som<-  of  them  lived  to  see  I  l.imiltoii  a  city,  and  tlie  descendants  of  many  of  them  are  still  amony 
the  citizens  of  I  l.iiniltc^n. 

Hut  many  \ears  passed  before  vwn  tiie  nucleus  of  a  town  was  established  here.  Ancaster 
became  an  iinportan*  villaj^e.  with  a  post  office,  a  store  and  a  Lyrist  mill,  and  Dundas  was  a  ham- 
let, wiiile  as  yet  iliere  was  no  thou^dn  of  the  future  cit\- of  Hamilton.  When  the  war  of  iSij 
broke  out,  there  was  not  even  a  church  edifice  here,  thoujjh  there  is  evidence  tnat  before  the  be- 
^inninii  of  the  century  relijjious  services  were  held  somewhere  in  the  neijrh'jorhootl,  and  that  a 
school  was  in  existence.  We  also  know  that  there  was  a  tavern  at  the  present  corner  of  Kin^ 
and  Wellington  streets.     l"or  the  old  minutes  of  th<-    Barton    Lod^je  of    I'reemasons  tell    us  tliat 
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til--  tir^t  M.i->tiT  c)t  th.it  loil^ff  was  .1  (l.Tu'vni. Ill,  .111(1  it-,  lir>t  Sf(  rctary  a  s.  liooliiiastcr.  wliilr  its 
tii->t  iiic-L-litiK's  wtTf  licM  at  Smith-,  tavern,  lliiis  at  ilir  doM- of  last  ci'iitiiry  the  cvidciK-c,  of 
(■i\  ili/atioii  at  this  place  were  a  s(  liool.  r<li.j;ioiis  worship  of  soiin-  dcs.  ription,  a  Masoni'  !o,im'. 
and  .1  t.ixern. 

In  iSij  war  w.ts  .l.dar.d  l.y  tlir  Tnit.-.l  States  aaainst  Great  Hritain.  an<l  soon  afteru.mls 
this  province  was  inv.ule.j  at  several  points  l)y  the  forces  of  the  repuMic.  These  invading  armies 
\\<rr  snrcessivejy  ni<t.  and  in  every  instanre  driven  hack.  At  .Maiden,  (leneral  Brock  forced 
them  to  recross  the  river,  and  shortly  afterwards  Gener.d  Hull  and  his  whole  army  surrendered 
.11  Delroit.  At  (hieenston  Unvjhts.  General  \'an  Rensseja.r  was  repulsed,  and  a  thousand  of  his 
troops  were  captured  At  15.  aver  D.ims.  the  heroism  of  l.aura  Secord  was  instrumeiit.il  in 
securing'  the  capture  of  a  force  ,ent  out  to  surprise  the  Canadians  there  encamped.  And.  later. 
.It  l.iMidv's  l.,iii.'.  the  advance  of  the  enemy  was  stopjied.  after  the  most  desperate  fifiiitiny  yc-l 
kiic.vn  in  the  war.  and  tlic  invadin^i  force  was  coinpelled  to  retreat  to  1  ort  f-irie.  B-t  before 
liiat  time  a  stroii;,'  force  of  the  enemy  crossed  the  Niagara  ri\c-r.  and  advanced  to  Stony  Creek, 
where  it  encamped,  (".eniral  Vincent,  who  commanded  the  small  force  of  British  rej^niLirs  and 
Can.idiaii  militi.i  then  availal>le  for  the-  defence-  of  tliis  part  of  the  province,  fell  hack  l)eforc  the- 
-iriHi;^  divisions  of  (  .(-n<-r,iis  Wind.r  and  Chandler,  to  e.irthworks  throw  n  upon  tin-  liei>,dus  at 
thi-  ui-st  end  of  Burlin^^ton  Bav .  Portions  of  tiit-se  works  are  still  to  be-  seen  in  the  present  city 
c  enn-tc-ry.  W  Inn  <  .c-neral  Vine  i-nt  learned  that  the  invaders  had  c-ncamped  at  Stonv  Creek,  he 
disp.itched  Colonel  ilarvev  to  n-connoiter  the  position  and  to  ascertain  if  jKissible  the  strength 
of  the  enemy.  That  enterprising,' otficer  soon  returned  with  his  report,  and  stron:,dy  advised  a 
nit,'ht  attack.  X'incent  a^'rec-d  to  the  propos.ii.  and  the  shades  of  ni^dit  thickly  veiled  the  scene 
wiien  the  little  force  si-t  out  on  its  perilous  errand,  the  van  bein^  taken  b\  ll.irvev.  The-  attack 
was  eminently  successful.  Cie-nerals  Ciiandler  and  W'inde-r  were  bc;th  captured,  and  the-  invaeiiiii' 
arnn  fell  bae  k  to  Niagara. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  war  of  i.Sij  the  steady  ^aowth  of  population  in  Barton  Town- 
ship cause-el  a  demand  for  some  at  least  of  the  conveniences  of  civilization.  .\  school  had  be-e-n 
established  at  wliat  is  now  the  corner  cjf   Kin^'  and  Wellington  streets;  Smith's  tave-rn   had  bee-n

Cliuri  h.  was  s..on  atttruards  ( oiistnictcd.  AppcaraiK  t-s  indicatril  tliat  the  future  town  wouhl  l)e 
starte<l  at  tliat  iioinl.  lUit  the  principal  road^  to  the  soutli  and  west  crossed  at  the  present  corner 
of  KiiiL;  and  |ohn  -treets,  and  tliere  the  tir-^t  >tore  was  opened.  A  wa^^on  slioj)  and  a  tin  shop 
toiiowcd.  and  llie  fnundation^  of  the  future  cit\  were  laid.  In  iSi;,  Georuu-  Hamilton  laid  out 
his  farm  in  \  illai,":  lot--,  and  from  him  the  name  is  derived.  Hamilton  was  hut  a  poor  and  insii;- 
niti(ant  h.imlet.  .Xma'-ter  and  Dundas,  to  the  west,  and  Stony  Creek,  to  the  east,  were  more  im- 
I.ortaiit.  Still  till-  emhrvo  c  ity  km-cw;  and  in  iS;;  an  act  was  passed  hy  the  Le^'i>lature  to  define 
the  limits  of  the  rising  town,  and  to  provide  for  its  LTovernment.  It  was  divided  into  tour  wards, 
lohn  ,111(1  KiiiLj  street--  liein^  the  --eparatitiL;  lines.  In  1S46  the  jxiiJiilation  was  e-,timated  at  h.ooc). 
The  ^rowiiiLT  iiniiortaiic<-  of  the  villai^e  had  alre.idy  susj^ested  the  need  for  better  iivans 
«)f  cummunii  ation  with  tin-  re-,t  of  the  province;  and.  a^  a  niilway  w.is  not  at  that  time  attainable, 
the  ( io\cnimetit  was  aske<l  to  dinr  a  i  anal  throu^^h  the  beach,  and  e->tal)li->h  permanent  water  com- 
niunication  with  Lake  i  »ntario.  .An  intricati-.  shallow  and  uncertain  natur;d  channel  already  ex- 
isted at  the  northern  end  of  the  beaci;  Imt  this  was  never  available  for  lar-:e  vessels,  and  during 
easterlv  storms  it  wa-  sometimes  eitirely  choked  with  sand.  Accordingly,  in  the  late  twenties 
the  Hurlin^rtoii  canal  was  bei;un.  .md  opened  to  naviuration  in  i.S;,^:  and  soon  both  sailins,'  vessels 
and  steamers  of  tin-  largest  si/e  then  iia\  igating  the  lakes  found  tli<ir  wa\  to  the  new  ixirt,  while, 
b\  till'  formation  of  the  Desjardins  canal,  the  waterway  was  extended  to  Dundas.

But  the  n<ed  for  railw.iy  communication  was  urgently  felt,  and  leading  citizens  co-oper.ited 

with  others  who  were  int>-r<-sted  in  the  development  of  southern  Ontario  for  ihe  lonstruction  of 

tile  dreat  Western  R.iilwav.     .\fter   manv  dela\s  and  discouragements,  this  work,   important   in 

its  results,  and  one  of   great  m.ignitu.le  considering  the  p(,pul.ition  and    resources  of  the  country.

Ciuelph  ami  iJerlin;  .so  that  in  a  year  or  two  the  city  will 
n-seinliie  ihi  huh  of  a  wheel,  from  whii  h  i-lectric  roads  will  radiate  like  spokes  to  every  consitler- 
able  town  and  xilla^'e  in  iI■^  neij^'hliorhooi! 

The  municipal  i^'overnment  of  Hamilton  is  carried  on  hy  a  city  council  comijosed  of  a 
ma\or  and  twenty-one  aldermen,  elected  .muually.  three  from  each  of  the  seven  wards  o{  tin- 
citv.  I'hcv  d<ri\i-  their  powers  from  the  ^encr.d  munii  ipal  a<t  of  Ontario,  and  from  special  .icts 
for  the  (  it\  of  Hamilton.  The  deht  <if  the  <  ity  is  r.ither  in  excess  of  S3,500,CXX).  The  cit\  huild- 
in^^s  and  nthei-  puhlic  |)roi)'-rt\-  are  worth  consiiiiTai)l\-  more  than  the  sum  ot  the  deht.  The  e.\- 
cess  ot  ri  venue  from  th<-  w.itir  works  o\i-r  expenses  ot  o|)eration  pass  thi-  whole  of  tiie  interi.'st 
on  th'-  puiilic  del)t.  It  will  In- seen  thaf  ihr  muniupality  is  hnaiicially  in  an  excellent  positiu;:.

pliances in  use  by  the  l>est  equi|)i>e<l  tire  brigades.  L'n<ier  the  able  management  of  Chief  A.  VV. 
Aitcheson,  the  department  is  generally  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  most  effective  to  be  found 
an\  where. 

Water  for  domestic  and  puliiic  uses  is  brought  from  Lake  Ontario,  that  of  the  bay  not 
being  tit  for  use.  It  is  i)ump<  d  into  reservoirs  on  the  mountain  side,  about  two  hundred  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  central  part  of  the  ^  y,  and  is  now  carrieil  to  nearly  every  part  of  the 
place.  The  cost  of  the  water  works  proved  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  people  when  they  were 
constructed  and  for  many  years  afterward:  but  now  they  are  a  source  of  large  revenue  to  the 
cit\  g<)\  ernmeiU.  The  water  is  taken  from  a  |)arl  of  the  lake  wholly  imcontaminated  by  sewage, 
.md  i>  e.xcellent  in  (jualit\. 

In  recent  years  it  was  foimd  that  the  discharge  of  the  city  sewage  was  so  seriously  pol- 
luting the  waters  of  tin-  bay  that  the  health  of  the  city  was  seriously  menaced,  and  some  remedy 
for  that  siatt'  of  things  was  urgently  demanded.  Accordingly  a  system  of  sewage  disposal  has 
been  established  which  i'^  now  w<irking  satisfactorily. 

The  principal  public  buildings  in  the  city  are  the  courthouse,  the  city  hall,  the  d'-ill  hall, 
the  city  hospital,  and  tin-  county  jail.  The  c(jurthouse  is  the  joint  property  of  the  city  and  the 
count)  iif  Wentwotih,  ami  occupies  the  square  known  as  Prince's  Square. 

There  an-  two  public  market  places,  the  general  market  occupying  the  square  in  the  rear 
of  the  cit>-  hall,  and  the  haj-  market  exteniling  from  John  to  Hughson  street.  The  market  build- 
ing on  the  general  market  extends  from  N'ork  to  Merrick  street.  Accommodation  is  ()rovided 
t  utside  of  the  buikiing  for  farmers  who  bring  their  produce  to  the  cit\'.  The  farmers'  market  of 
Hamilton  is  the  best  in  the  Dominion. 

One  of  the  Ontario  asylums  for  the  insane  is  situated  on  ihe  mountain,  overlooking  the 
city.  Here  are  generally  iletained  about  a  thousand  of  the  unfortunates  for  whose  benefit  it  is 
intended.  The  a>\lum  grounds  are  l)eautifuliy  laid  out  and  carefully  kept;  the  several  buildings 
are  commodious  and  (dmfortable,  aiul  the  most  modern  sj-stem  is  pursueil  in  dealing  with  the 
patie-i^s.     Those  who  can  Ix-  permittetl  some  degree  of  liberty  are  encouraged  to  amuse  them- 
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sflvL's:  and  a  wide  rani;c  of  ciitcrtaimiu-nts  is  provided  calculated  to  keep  their  minds  occiipieti. 
The  results  of  this  treatment  are  evident  in  the  increasing  number  of  patients  discharged  cured 
or  greatly  improved. 

There  are  in  iiamilton  two  hosi)itals— the  general  hospital,  maintained  by  the  city  authori- 
ties, and  .St.  Joseijli's  Hospital,  maintained  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph.  Each  receives  aid  from 
the  ( )ntario  government  in  pro()ortion  to  the  number  of  patients.  The  city  hospital  is  managed 
i)\  a  board  of  governors. 

The  Hoard  of  Trade  is  composed  of  near',  dl  the  merchants  of  the  city,  and  is  a  strong 
and  intUiential  body.     It  e.\ercises  a  marked  influence  upon  the  business  interests  of  the  city. 

The  principal  charitable  institutions,  in  addition  to  the  hospitals,  are  a  house  of  refuge 
maintained  by  the  city,  which  furnishes  a  retreat  for  the  old  and  infirm;  a  boys'  home,  a  girls' 
home,  an  orphan  asylum,  an  aged  women's  home,  and  St.  Mary's  Orphan  Asylum.  All.  except 
the-  house  of  refuge,  a.e  maintained  chiefly  by  private  charity,  assisted  by  grants  from  the  city 
•ind  the  Ontario  government. 

The  educational  facilities  of  Hamilton  are  excellent.  The  common  school  system  is  under 
the  I  ontrol  of  a  board  of  education,  whose  members  are  selected  by  the  people.  There  are  in 
the  ( ity  twenty-one  common  schools.  These  are  attendetl  by  about  9.000  pupils,  and  employ  170 
teachers.  Some  of  the  school  l)uildings  are  models  of  comfort,  convenience  and  architectural 
beauty.  The  best  are  the  Central  School  and  the  Queen  X'ictoria  School.  There  are  also  a 
Collegiate  Institute,  in  which  students  are  carried  through  the  first  year  of  the  university  course: 
a  normal  college,  and  a  school  of  pedagogy  for  the  training  of  teachers.  There  are  also  five 
Roman  Catholic  separate  schools,  attended  by  about  j.ooo  pupils.  Two  excellent  business 
colleges  and  several  private  schools  complete  tho  educational  equipment  of  the  city. 

The  people  of  the  city  worship  in  about  fifty  churches.  There  are  ten  congregations  of 
the  Church  of  England,  ten  Methodist,  nine  Presbyterian,  si.x  Baptist,  four  Roman  Catholic,  tw  o 
Jew  ish.  and  eight  other  religious  bodies.  The  numbers  of  the  several  bodies  are  not  accurately 
measured  by  the  number  of  their  houses  of  worship.  Eor  example,  while  the  Roman  Catholics 
have  but  four  church  buildings,  they  embrace  probably  a  sixth  of  the  whole  population.     There 
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an-  in  tlic  city  no  cluircli  i-diticc^-  n-markahle  for  si/c  or  architectural  beauty.  Among  the  best 
are  Christ  Church  Cathedral  and  the  Chuicii  :<f  the  Ascension  (Church  of  England);  St.  Fat- 
rick's  I  Roman  Catholici;  St.  Paul's  ( Presbyterian ) :  Centenary  (Methodist),  and  the  James 
Street  Baptist  Church.      The  see  houses  of  the  1  )iocese  of  Niagara  (Church  of  Knglandt.  and 

of  the  Diocese  of  Hamilton  (Roman  Catholic),  are  here.

•i  Though  the  shipping  of  the  port  of  Hamilton  is  not  so  important  as  it  was  before  the 

s 

railways  were  constructed,  a  considerable  jiart  of  its  trafPc  is  still  carried  on  by  water.     The 
■^  Hamilton  Steamboat  Company  has  a  fleet  of  tine  iron  steamers,  two  of  which,  the  Macassa  and 

the  Modjeska,  run  between  Hamilton  and  Toronto.  Some  of  the  steamers  of  the  Richelieu  ami 
Ontario  Company  connect  this  city  with  Montreal.  And  a  number  of  other  boats,  principally 
carrying  freiglit,  are  provided  witii  accommodation  for  passengers. 

Light  for  pul)iit  and  private  use  is  provided  by  the  Hamilton  Ca^.  .:;ht  Company,  and  by 
two  <;lertri(  lighting  and  power  companies.  Hlectricity  is  created  b>-  power  generated  at 
PeCew's  l-"alls,  near  St,  Catharines,  and  this  is  used  not  only  for  lighting  purposes,  but  for 
operating  electric  roads  and  for  mechanical  industries.  The  wire  from  UeCew's  Falls  to 
Hamilton  is  more  than  thirty  miles  long,  one  of  the  longest  in  e.xistence  which  supplieN  any  con- 
siderable power  for  lighting  and  industrial  purposes.  The  wonderful  progress  of  the  age  in  which 
\\c  live  has  an  illustration  in  tiic  fact  that  the  power  which  lights  the  streets  of  the  city;  which 
operates  a  great  deal  of  the  machinery  in  its  factories,  and  which  operates  the  electric  line  of 
railwa\  to  Dundas,  is  generated  by  a  waterfall  nearly  forty  miles  from  the  e.xtreme  point  at 
w-hich  this  power  is  used.  It  is  probable  that  within  a  few  years  all  the  electric  railways  in  and 
aniund  Hamilton,  all  the  machiner>  in  its  workshops,  and  practically  ail  the  public  ant!  private 
lighting  in  the  city  will  be  operated  by  electricity.  Doubtless  the  water  used  by  the  citizens 
will  be  brought  from  Lake  Ontario  by  electricit\  ;  and  it  is  not  impossible  that  in  the  near  future 
the  food  of  the  people  will  be  cooked  and  their  houses  warmed  by  electricity  gene  ted  at 
DeCew's  Falls,  or  possibly  at  the  great  cataract  of  Niagara.  Science  has  demonstrated  that  the 
electric  curri'nt  may  be  economically  carried  even  greater  distances,  and  there  effectively  used 
for  many  of  the  needs  of  man.  • 
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riic  public  library  is  frt-L-  to  all  citizens,  and  is  supported  by  a  tax  of  one-half  of  a  mill 
upon  the  real  and  personal  property  in  the  city.  It  contains  about  thirty  thousand  volumes.  The 
building  is  an  orn;-  nental  structure  near  the  center  of  the  city.  A  good  selection  of  periodicals 
and  a  large  number  of  works  of  reference  are  provided  for  casual  readers. 

Hamilton  is  well  provided  with  banks.  The  Hank  of  Hamilton  has  its  headquarters 
here.  There  are  besides  branches  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal.  Bank  of  British  Xorth  America, 
Molson's  Bank,  Merchants'  Bank,  Bank  of  Commerce,  Traders'  Bank  and  Federal  Bank.  The 
Hamilton  Provident  and  Loan  Association,  the  Hamilton  Trust  and  Loan  Company,  and  Stin- 
son's  Bank  are  also  banks  for  savings. 

Hamilton  is  represented  in  the  Dominion  Parliament  by  two  members,  and  by  the  same 
number  in  the  Ontario  Legislature.  Two  Dominion  Senators,  the  Hon.  Donald  Maclnnes  and 
the  Hon.  \V.  L.  Sanford,  are  residents  of  the  city.  The  Hon.  J.  M.  Gibson,  Provincial  Secretary 
in  the  ( )ntario  Government,  is  also  a  Hamiltonian. 

I  he  hotels  of  the  city  are  ample  in  number  and  possess  accommodations  of  the  best 
description  for  the  entertaiment  of  guests.  Foremost  among  them  are  the  New  Royal  and  the 
W'altlnrf.  The  former  has  been  completely  renovated  and  almost  rebuilt  within  the  past  few 
months.  There  are  many  hotels  on  the  continent  larger  than  this,  but  none  more  comfortable, 
or  in  vhich  guests  are  oetter  entertained.  The  Waldorf,  originally  built  for  hotel  purposes, 
was  fo!-  many  years  occupied  as  a  ladies'  college;  but  recently  it  has  been  redecorated  and 
refurnished,  and  restored  to  its  former  use.     Both  are  strictly  Hrst-class  houses. 

The  ^nirteenth  Battalion  of  volunteer  infantry  and  the  Hamilton  Field  Battery  of  artil- 
lery have  their  headquarters  at  Hamilton.  Both  rank  high  among  the  corps  of  citizen  soldiers 
of  the  Dominion.  The  band  of  the  Thirteenth  Battalion  has  a  reputation  for  excellence  which 
extends  far  beyond  the  bounds  of  Canada.  The  drill  hall  furnishes  commodious  quarters  for 
the  military,  including  drill  room  for  the  infantry. 

Hamilton  is  pre-eminently  a  manufacturing  town.  In  almost  every  quarter  may  be  seen 
the  tall  chimneys  of  hives  of  industry  in  which  thousands  of  artisans  gain  their  subsistence,  and 
where  goods  are  manufactured  for  markets  in  every  part  of  the  Dominion,  and  for  many  in 
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foreign  coiiiitrit-s.  Tlu-  leading  niaiuifactiires  arc  those  of  cotton  and  woolen  jjoods,  pig,  bar 
and  other  forms  of  merchant  iron;  stoves,  iron  pipes,  engines  and  machinery,  glassware,  wooden- 
ware,  furniture,  hoots  and  shoes,  clothing,  tinware,  silver  and  britannia  metal  ware,  nails,  metal 
screws,  agricultural  implements,  saws,  sewer  pipe,  drain  tile,  brick,  tobacco,  cigars,  ale,  whiskey, 
pianos,  organs,  soap,  and  other  articles  which,  as  the  advertisements  say.  are  "too  numerous  to 
mention."  An  immense  amouiit  of  cajiital  is  invested  in  these  industries;  and  they  may 
truthfully  be  said  to  be  the  main  stay  of  Hamilton's  prosperity. 

The  mercantile  interests  of  the  place  are  also  of  great  importance.  Tlie  wholesale  trade 
comprises  dry  goods,  clothing,  groceries,  hardware,  millinery,  boots  and  shoes,  jewelry,  and,  in  a 
word,  almost  all  articles  in  common  use  by  the  people  of  the  country. 

Hamilton  is  \er\  favorably  situated  for  yachting.  The  bay  supplies  an  excellent  cruising 
ground  for  the  smaller  yachts;  while  tiiose  who  desire  wider  waters  sail  through  the  canal,  and 
then  have  tiie  full  sweep  of  Lake  Ontarit)  before  them.  Some  very  tine  and  swift  craft  are 
owned  by  resiilents  of  the  city.  One  of  the  finest  sights  imaginable  is  that  of  a  fleet  of  fine 
yachts  out  for  a  cruise;  and  when  a  \aclu  race  is  held  the  scene  presented  is  one  of  wondrous 
fascination  and  beautw  The  house  of  the  Hamilton  \'acht  Club  st^mds  at  tiie  beach  near  the 
swing  bridge  for  the  wagon  road,  and  is  both  i)eautiful  and  c(jmfortable.  Regattas  are  also  fre- 
quently helii  under  tlu-  auspices  of  the  boating  clubs.  The  waters  near  the  beach  are  eminently 
suited  to  hoat  races;  for.  when  the  breeze  is  in  the  west  the  races  may  be  held  in  the  open  lake; 
and  when  it  is  in  the  east  they  may  be  held  in  the  bay.  In  each  case  the  beach  shelters  the  con- 
testants from  w  ind  and  waves. 

There  are  in  the  city  three  excellent  newspapers.  \\\  are  dailies,  and  all  are  published  in 
the  evening.  The  oldest  is  the  Spectator,  established  in  1S46  by  Mr.  R.  R.  Smile\-.  It  is  Con- 
servative in  politics,  and  has  ever  since  its  establishment  exerciseil  a  marked  influence  on  the 
politics  of  the  countr\'.  The  Spectator  Company  has  recently  erected  a  fine  new  building  on 
James  street,  which  is  one  (jf  the  most  effective  business  blocks  in  the  city.  The  Times  was  first 
issued  as  The  Banner,  in  1S53.  It  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  among  the  Liberal  journals  of 
the   Dominion,  and   is  deservedly  htld   in  high  esteem.     Its  building,  which  was  erected  by  the 
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conifjaiiy  in  1882,  is  suhstamiil  and  commodious.  It  staiiHs  at  tht- corner  of  Hughson  and  King 
William  streets.  The  Herald  was  started  in  188S.  It  is  independent  in  politics.  It  is  ably  edited, 
and  has  taken  a  prominent  place  in  the  journalism  of  the  country.  It  occupies  quarters  on 
lanu-- street,  west  of  the   Hank  of  Hamilton. 

Hamilton  has  not  given  to  either  the  politics  or  the  literature  of  the  country  any  men 
eminrntiy  distinguished  for  ability.  The  name  of  Sir  .Mian  Macnab  is  perhaps  mor'-  widel> 
known  than  that  of  any  other  man  closely  identified  with  the  history  of  the  city.  Born  in  i7gS, 
at  Newark,  now  Niagara,  young  Macnab  served  with  some  distinction  during  the  war  of  iSu, 
though  only  a  lad  at  the  lime.  In  iSjO  he  was  called  to  the  bar,  and  at  once  settled  in  Hamilton. 
In  iS^o  he  was  elected  to  r(])resent  Wentworth  County  in  the  Legislature,  and  he  continued  to 
represent  that  constituency  or  the  city  of  Hamilton  during  nearly  the  whol.  of  his  life.  He  was 
active  in  the  civil  disturbances  of  1S37.  and  for  his  services  at  that  time  he  was  knighted  by  her 
Majesty.  He  was  chosen  .Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  1S44;  and  in  1848  formed  the 
eabintt  known  as  the  Mac  iiab-Morin  government.  He  died  in  1862.  He  was  matle  an  honorary 
colonel  in  the  British  army  and  honorary  aide-de-camp  to  the  Uueen.  The  Hon.  Isaac  Buchanan 
was  prominent  rather  as  a  merchant  than  as  a  politician.  He  was  born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  in 
i8io,  and  came  to  Canada  in  183,.  He  entered  Parliament  in  1840,  and  served  more  than  one 
term  for  several  (onstituencies.  He  was  president  of  the  counc  il  in  the  Tache-Macdonald  cal)i- 
net  of  i8()4.  He  was  the  head  of  the  great  mercantile  tirm  of  Buchanan,  Harris  iV  Co.,  al  that 
time  the  most  important  busine^s  house  in  Canada.  He  was  the  earnest  and  able  advocate'  ot  a 
system  of  finance,  the  leading  idea  of  which  was  that  the  government  ought  to  issue  all  currency, 
the  value  of  which  should  be  secured  l)y  a  gold  reserve.  The  Hon.  John  M.  tjib.son  is  at  the 
presi  lit  time  Provincial  Secretary  in  the  Ontario  Government.  He  is  a  man  of  good  ability  and 
unimpeachable  integrity. 

Many  scenes  of  surpassing  beauty  are  reached  by  short  drives  from  the  city.  Some  of  the 
avenues  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  are  lined  with  maples,  which  overreach  and  form  colon- 
nades anil  cathedral  aisles  such  as  the  art  of  man  may  imitate,  but  can  never  rival.  The  Beckett 
drive  is  n  road  leading  ui)  the  mountain  in  two  directions  from  the  head  of  Queen  street,  in  the 
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■.iidtliwfsterly  part  of  tin-  .  ity.      Tlu-  ^;r<-atcr  |)ait  of  this  driv.-   is  ln-wn  out  ul  the  solid   nxk. 
Irom  many  parts  vitws  of  the  city,  of  the  lakt-,  and  i>{  parts  of  tlic  surroun(lill^r  country  ar<- 
olitaincd,  and  tin-  ininu-diatc  surroundings  an-  v.-ry  beautiful   in   tluir  sylvan  ano   .-.emisavaK'' 
rudeness.     iVrhaps  the  most   fre<|u<nted  .Irive  is  that  l)y  way  of  the  Stron^^man  road  frmn  ilx- 
hea.i  of  John  street,  aiony  the  brow  of  the  mountain  to  Albion  Mdls,  thence  down  the  mountain 
l>y  a  sharp  ami  somewhat  ruti^^ed  descent,  reaching  the  stone  road  at  th.
